REV. G. S. WHITE. 

Rev. G. Sullivan White, who has 
been a respected resident of Napanee 
for a number of years passed away on 
Friday last after a long and painful 
illness. Though confined to his bed 
but a short time with a stroke he has 
been ill for over a year. 

Rev. G.S. White was born Nov. 
8rd., 1832, in Norfolk, N. Y. His 
futher died when he was three years 
old.’ Hélived in Norfolk until he was 
seventeen when his mother died. It 
was the desire of his mother that he 
be a physician and with that object in 
view he studied in a doctor's office, as 
was the custom in thosedays, but when 
his mother died he came w Canada 
and settled in Glengarry where he 
learned the tanning trade. He moved 
to Iroquois where he worked four 
years at his trade, and it was there 
that he embraced religion under Rev. 
James Gray. Six months later he 
joined the M. E. Church and on the 
sameday Aug. 6th, 1856, was licensed 
asan exhorter and at once went to 
work, In the spring of 1860 he was 
recommended to und received by the 
Conference and was sent to Kingston 
and Waterloo with two other preach- 
ers. Those were strenuous days when 
these three men covered eighteen ap- 
pointments. 

On July 20th Mr. White was mar- 
ried to Tabitha A. Brown, daughter of 
Rev, Daniel A. Brown. and she was a 
grand help to him in his church work. 

In 1863 they went to Snow Koad, a 
new field, Mr, White being the first 
regular preacher. —1t was almost an 
unbroken forest. He had fourteen ap- 
pointments, and his first congregation 
comprised all the inhabitants of two 
townships, except one woman, twenty 
seven in all. He preached in each of 
these fourteen places once in four 
weeks. For this work he received two 
hundred dollars and lived in a log 
shanty which he built himself. 

Since that time he has preached 
more than ten thousand sermons and 
delivered thirteen hundred and eleven 
lectures. 

They had three children, a boy and 
two girls. The boy died at the age of 
nine months. The older of the two 
girls. Mrs. E. H. Betts, lives in Ridge- 
town, Ont., and the younger, Mrs. 
Thos. Nixon, in Cedar Hapids, Iowa. 

Mrs. Bests and Mr. Nixon are here 
with Mrs. White at the present time. 

The funeral took place on Monday 
afternoon from his late residence to 
Grace Church of which he was once 
the pastor, and interment in the west- 
ern cemetery. Clergymen from the 
nearby churches acted as pall bearers 
and conducted the funeral services 
assisted by Rev. Emsley, Picton, and 
Rev. Barrett, New York.

REV. A. MACDONALD. 


The Reverend Alexander Macdonald 
after a brief illness, died on Friday, 
Nov. 29th, at his lateresidence, Hamp- 
ton Place, Napanee. 

He was born in the parish of South 
Uist Scotland. His maternal grand- 
father was the Rev. Roderick Mce- 
Lean, minister of the established 
church of Scotland of that place. On 
his father’s side he traces his descent 
in a direct line from Somerlid, Lord of 
the Isles. He began his arts course in 
Edinburgh University where he 
studied two sessions before coming to 
Canada, where he became a student at 
Queen’s University, Kingston, of 
which university he was a graduate. 

His ministry was a long and accom- 

lished one. For twenty-eigHt years 
ne was minister at Nattawasaga, and 
after the general union of the 
Presbyterian Churches of Canada he 
ministered at Duntroon, West Church 
and St. Andrews, where his worth 
was still attested and acclaimed. For 
a few years prior to death he served 
his Lord, of whom he frequently used 
to say, “I am not ashamed to own my 
Lord,” in a quiet but very telling 
manner, in the eldership of St. 
Andrews’. Church. Napanee. For 
some time he was the valued and es- 
teemed Clerk of Session in Napanee. 

He married the daughter of his pre- 
decessor, Kev, John Campbell, who 
was “‘prophet, priest and king” among 
the people of Nottawasga district. 
He is survived by Mrs. McDonald and 
one daughter, Mrs. A. E. Webb, and 
three grandchildren, » Albert Mac- 
donald Webb, Donald and Reginald 
Webb, all of Los Angeles. 

Death is always sad, but its sadness 
depends upon the sense of loss sustain- 
ed. The community has lost a good 
citizen ; the church lost anable scholar 
and tender preacher and pastor ; the 
eldership lost an estimable elder ; and 
the home a good husband and_ father. 

The funeral service was held at 
Hampton Place, Napanee, and was at- 
tdnded by a host of sympathetic 
friends and — co-presbyters. The 
Pastor, Rev. A. L. Howard. assisted 
by members of Kingston Presbytery, 
conducted the services. Rev, W. T. 
Wilkins, B.A., Trenton, spoke as re- 
presentative of the Presbytery, and 
called attention to the fact that he 
was an adiniring class-mate of his at 
college and that he was a_ faithful 

nember of the Church’s Court. Rev. 
A. Thompson, B.D., of Newburg, read 
a fitting scripture lesson from TL ‘Tim. 
1 3-4. Rex. M. McGilliavary, D.D., of 
Kingston. delivered a short address as 
to Mr, Macdonald's pastorates and 
scholarship, and friendship. Dr, Me- 
Gilliavray had been a member of the 
church as a student under the care 
and ministry of Mr. Macdonald. No 
tribute to his memory could have been 
made more feelingly than that by his 
former student. Dr. Howard recalled 
the attention that the deceased gave 
to impressing the mind of all his 
visitors with the honor they should 
bestow to their Redeemer, The pastor 
also read the hymn which Mr. Mac- 
donald loved to quote on his dying 
bed, namely : No. 149, in the Presby- 
terian Book of Praise, The choit sang 
Mrs. Macdonald’s favorite hymn, 
“Safe in the arms of Jesus.” Also Mr.

Such was the statement of Mr. Jus+ 
tice Leitch in the Milton Assize Court 
yesterday in dismissing the action 
against Hon. A. G. MacKay, who was 
sued by We H. Haines, formerly of 


MacKay had alienated his wife’s_af- 
fections. The action against the for- 
mer leader of the Ontario Liberal par- 
y was launched by Haines during 

e reciprocity campaign a year ago. 
It had been hanging fire since then 
and when it finally came to trial Mr. 
MacKay came from Edmonton to de- 
fend the accusation. 

-Mrs. Haines has been confined in 
the Queen street asylum since May, 
1911. Because of being declared in- | 
sane she was not permitted to give | 
evidence in the case. Her husband, | 
who pressed the suit, had served a 
subpoena upon her, and when she did 
not appear to give evidence, his coun- | 
sel asked for an adjournment, which | 
was promptly refused by his lordship 
after he had heard the evidence of 
alienists. 

Dr. Bruce Smith, inspector of asy- 
lums and prisons; Dr. J. .H Forster, 
superintendent of Toronto Asylum, 
and Dr. H. Clare, assistant superin- 
tendent, testified that the woman was 
incurably insane and therefore wholly 
They 
said that she had been laboring under 
delusions and hallucinations for a 
long time, and, judging by her pres- 
ent condition, would continue to do 
so. They were just the kind, if given 
credence to, which would give rise to 
actions of this kind against not only | 
the defendant, Mr. MacKay, but other | 
men. She was described as a typical 
patient of the kind and the medical 
men aught it would be an outrage | 
to rely upon her accusations. 

It was pointed out that the eccusa- | 
tions had been made some seven 
months before the woman was sent to | 
the asylum, but in answer to this the | 
medical witnesses said that at that 
time and probably for years previous- 
ly she had had delusions with regard 
to men. 

Upon examination for discovery the 
plaintiff, Haines, admitted that nei- 
ther he nor his wife were at the places 
where the wrong-doing complained of | 
was alleged to have been committed. 

Before dismissing the case Mr. Jus- | 
tive Leitch said that no particulars of 
improper relations alleged in the state- | 
ment of claim were before the court, | 
and he therefore dropped the action, | 
with costs to be paid by the plaintiff, 
Haines, to the defendant, Hon. A. G.

MAKING A FARM GATE. 








Here’s One That Has Been Found to ° 


Work Very Satisfactorily, 

We bave two wagon gates through 
which we must pass very often—often 
a dozen or more times every day—says 
a correspondent of Home and Farm. 
The boys live an one hill and the old 
folks on the other, and between the 
two places is a cow pasture three-quar- 
ters of a mile long, part woodland and 
part cleared land. 

To get down and unfasten these gates 
at every stich passing would be a great 
deal of trouble and ia the run of a year 
would take time enough to do lots of 
other work. So it has been arranged te 
avoid this. Both gates are hung te 
open inward, so that a cow, horse or 
mule cannot push it open, and are 
hung so they will fall shut of theirown 
accord. They are both light, one be- 
ing made of three 1 by 4 bars, so they 
will not pound themselves to pieces. 

Itis no trouble at all to pass through, 
even with a led horse, and there is

great satisfaction in knowing that the 
gate will be sure to shut itself and re- 
quire no further thought. But there is 
one difficulty which no doubt occurs to 
the reader’s mind. Will not the wind 
blow it open and let stock into the 
cornfields? Yes, it will. And that is 
the point of this letter. 

One of the gates has a woodland to 
protect it from such an occurrence. 
Only a very severe wind from the east 
will affect it in the least. Only since 
a strip was cut through for a telephone 
Une bas such a thing occurred at alL 

The other one, however, is easily af- 
fected by a wind from the west, a 
body of woodlami of very dense 
growth deflecting even a north wind 
against it. But we have solved even 
that problem with what we call a 
wind latch.

This is a small rod, the size of a six- 
penny nail, and it passes through a 
three-eighths inch hole, bored down 
grain through a six inch board.

The eastern end is bent 
directly downward. Now, when the 
wind blows hard enough to cause the 
gate to open it will raise the wing, 
and that will throw the eastern end of 
this rod so as to catch the gate. 

Like nearly all our gates, this one is 
swung to a tree, with the upper hinge 
nine’ feet from the ground. The wind 
often causes this tree to sway back 
and forth, but this latch always 
catches the gate in spite of such.

FOR CHILD’S PARTY. 


Good and Nourishing Dainties the Wee 
Tots Will Like. 

Madeleine Sponges.—Dissolve one- 
half ounce of leaf gelatin in u sauce 
pan with half a pint of boiling water 
and when the gelatin has melted add 
the juice and grated rind of a lemon 
and three ounces of castor sugar. 
Strain into a basin aud leave until the 
jelly begins to adbere to the sides. 
Then beat the jelly up and udd the 
stifly whisked white of an egg und 
whisk all together until it fs stiff and 
spongy. Divide in two and color bulf 
a pale pink with u few drops of cochi- 
neal. Fill some smull pauper soutie 
cases with the mixture half white and 
half pink, letting it comme well above the 
tops of the cases. A band of paper 
should be pinned round the cases to 
keep the mixture in. When set re- 
move the bands of pauper and decorate 
the tops of the sponges with whipped 
cream and strips of angelica and 
Preserved cherry or other fryit. 

Moss Baskets.—Take two lirze eggs 
and their weight in butter, flour 
sugar. Cream the butter nud sugar, 
add some of the sifted flour, theu an 
egg, then more flour and the other 
egg, beating well between euch uddi 
tion. Bake in well buttered round prt 
ty pans for fifteen to twenty minutes 
When done scoop out a bole frow the 
center of each, warm some upricot 
Jam. Cover the cakes with a thin coat- 
ing and then roll them in chopped pis 
tachio nuts. Leave to get cold, 
arrange some strips of angelica across 
the cakes to make handles.

This language is uséd by the na- 
tives and others engaged in gathering 
the product of the Malayan camphor 
tree and is employed only at such 
times. It is the belief of the natives 
that if they used either of the lan- 
guages of the region, the Malay or the 
aboriginal Jakun, no camphor would 
be obtained. A most curious reason 
underlies this belief. No amount of 
missionary work could uproot the firm 
conviction of the Malayans and other 
Johore natives that each species of 
tree has a spirit or divinity that pre- 
sidea over its affairs. The spirit of 
the camphor tree is known by the 
name of Bisan—literally ‘a woman,” 
and is more in evidence than all of the 
other spirits put together. Her resting 
place is near the trees; and when at 
night a peculiar noise is heard in 
the woods the Bisan is believed to 
be singing and camphor will surely 
be found in the neighborhood. 

But the spirit of the camphor trees 
seems to be jealous of the precious 
gum and must be propitiated, and if 
she knows that hunters are in quest 
of it she will endeavor to turn their 
steps aside. The natives think that 
she is acquainted with both the Malay 
and Jakun languages, and that if the 
camphor hunters spoke either of those 
she would know that they had eome 
for camphor and would defeat their 
purpose. So it is neeessary to speak in 
a tongue that she does not understand. 
For this purpose the ‘camphor lan- 
guage’ has been invented. It consists 
of a mixture of Jakun and Malay 
words, but these are curiously altered 
or reversed; and the natives believe 
that the divinity of the camphor tree 
is completely confused when she hears 
this jargon. 

The Jakuns who hunt the camphor 
are oneyof the wildest of peoples, but 
are inoffensive. They live together 
with monkeys, dogs, cats, innumerable 
fowls, and perhaps a tame hornbill in 
perfect harmony under movable leaf 
shelters built ae voles in the woeds.

LIBRARY OWES 
A COMMUNITY 


Paper Read at the Belleville District 
Public Library Institute Held in King- 
ston Nov. 26th and 27th, 1912.

What the town pump is to the 
travelling. public just that is a public 
library to a hal aaa’ —it supplies 
the need, or ought to. But we Reals 
tate to press the analogy too far, for 
the town pump satisfies a natural de- 
sire ; but not always so with public 
libraries—they do ‘not always satisfy 
the communities natural desires. Yea, 
the (a) purpose of a public library is to 
lead the public mind beyond the aver- 
age natural desire, to standards farin 
advance of the ordinary vulgar in- 
eegrie which would naturally crave 

for the lower and lighter literature—it 
is to get the minds of all classes climb- 
ing culture’s ladder. 


Then, (1) what must a public library 
be that would perfectly avail in this 
purpose ? (2) what can be the obliga- 
tions of such an adequate library to a 
community ? The Institution must be 
perfected and the administrative or- 
ganization must be active and accomo- 
dating or we can not speakof any debt 
of» library to the public. To this 
end the summer school avails much. 
And (3) does the obligation cease when 
the community is thankless and non- 
appreciative ? Must we wait for seek- 
ing by acommunity before we give it 
life’s stanaards and a means of cultiva- 
tion of latent talents, and of evolution 
of faculties ? 


While the library is to be scientific, 
historical, pedagogical, biographical 
and sociological, et alii, the function 
of all departments combined is a 
psycological and asocial one ; and on 
the character of a society or com- 
munity would depend the kind of 
library needed to be installed. The 
particular character of every society 
realls for particular kind of library ; 
but this is vastly different from the 
particular character of society need- 
ing particular kind of library. Does 
the Government listen too much to 
the call of people rather than the 
needs of people wher establishing and 
assisting libraries? Then, having de- 
termined the actual needs of a com- 
munity, (that the ideal purpose of 
libraries nay be realized,) is there not 
some inclination to set upalibrary for 
the public which does whet their very 
ordiuary brains to intellectual curiosity 
in the matter of reading and reasoning. 
On the other hand, is there not too 
much catering to the desire of the un- 
trained and uncultured, whose minds 
have never been sharpened to intellect- 
ual curiosity, and who have not risen 
above the sentimental and adventur- 
ous stages, and therefore never care 
for anything beyond the love tale and 
the simple and exciting storv? Is 
there not an overlooking of the need 
of forcing upon men those books that 
will awaken thought, and, in their 
subtle influence, ke the means of pro- 
ducing creative minds ?

Novels in the 
third place teach history. But it is 
not always the history of world-events 
but rather the history of motive and 
actions, which the great souls can give 
totheir needy friends of all ages by 
means of novels. for instance, Victor 
Hugo’s story of the redemption of a 
great soul Jean Valjean, 

Every library should have a large 
collection of children’s books. One 
grave scientitic educator says : 
“Stories about real or imaginary 
beings from Epic fairy tales best sup- 
ply what a child needs." They put 
situations and relationships before the 
child which call out the moral judge- 
ment either in approval ordisapproval. 
The moral culture of a child is en- 
dangered if the child is allowed to be- 
come self-centred. These stories widen 
out the child’s consciousness from him- 
self to others. ‘Another educational 
authority bears witness that those 
children who are told fairy tales, 
Mother Goose, ect., learn to talk more 
quickly than other children ; have 
more vivacity, sensibility and sym- 
pathy. Who would dream of the far- 
reaching psychological influence of 
Little Boy Blue and Oinderella—and 
yet psychology teaches that the 
mental ccbgeerons of childhood are 
mighty, indeed, to shape the rest of 
ife. ° 
Before leaving the first point’I 
would say that in my judgementevery 
well-equipped library should put upon 
its shelves the new ‘Foundation 
Library for Young People,” (11 Vols.) 
of which the Canadian editor is our 
own G. H. Locke, L. L. D., Librarian, 
Toronto Public Library.

There comes a time in 
our age when we don’t need schools, 
out grown them, but never a time 
when we don’t need public libraries. 
They are always the meat and bread 
for the starving public intellectually. 
Shall we leave the wheat in the field, 
or bring it in and set it before hungry 
men? Shall we leave the books on the 
shelves when mien are intellectually 
without appetite ? The librarian can- 
not—simply cannot — be nurse _ for 
creating appetite, and custodianof the 
intellectual food as well. Here, I 
think, is a great field for exploring by 
the Library Association and the 
Education Department. Whatcan be 
done to make the libraries more servic- 
able. To-day they serve many who 
want to find recreation and temporary 
pleasure in a library. They serve the 
large number of gluttons of sentiment- 
ality ; and on the other hand, provide 
forxsmall company the real bone 
and marrow to those who are advan- 
tageously studying the great master 
works in art, science, and literature 
with a view to skill, self-culture, man- 
hood, and character. 

Witbout books a man would again 
become aninfant. Strip him ot his 
tools and he would again become like 
sayages. ‘Take away machinery and 
manjagain becomes the crude work- 
man who is obliged to run down the 
wild game in order,to live and to grind 
the corn between stones. Take away 
looms and he will again clothe him- 
sefl in wild skins. So, deprive men of 
alibrary and they become — slaves, 
Books have been the educators and 
levellers of to-day. Civilization is 
largely their product. Again, I ask, 
how best are we going to awaken au 
interest in books, for, mack the loss in 
citizenship because men won't use the 
intellectual nutriment that is set be- 
fore them. Would a_ travelling 
librarian, (as a kind of deputy ora 
secretary to the Inspector of libraries, ) 
whose duty it would be to pay librar- 
ian ‘pastoral’ visits, as it were, in the 
communities, and to hold intellectual 
“revival meetings,” do any good ? 
The Agricutlural Department of On- 
tario has sent out such men from their 
department to quicken the agricul- 
tural endeavors and revive the in- 
terets with a view to getting the best 
results in the resources of agriculture 
and cognate departments and in some 
of their county offices there to be 
found a very interesting. and appetiz- 
ing library of inagazines and books for 
the agriculturalist and others. Could 
we pot make more of our Canadian 
Ciyizenship if the Education depart- 
ment would devise some way to have
